WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Bat. 
tling the frenzied wave of gold 
buying in Europe, the govern­ 
ment triggered higher interest 
rates for American borrowers 
today and convoked an emer­ 
gency meeting of representa­ 
tives of gold pool nations. 
In a related move, the London 
gold market— accepting a U.S. 
suggestion— did not open today. 
There was no immediate word 
on when trading would resume. 
U.S. officials sought to stem 
the gold buying spree, which 
threatens the very existence of 
the international money system, 
in this series of rapid-fire devel­ 
opments late Thursday: 
— The Federal Reserve Board 
raised its discount rate from 4.5 
per cent to 5 per cent, effective 
today, in a move designed to 
fight inflation and restore confi­ 
dence in the dollar overseas. 
— The Treasury Department 
and the Federal Reserve sched­ 
uled a meeting for Saturday in 
Washington 
among 
the 
seven 
nations which feed gold to the 
London market in an attempt to 
maintain the price at $35 an 
ounce. 
— T7ie United States reassert­ 
ed its determination to buy and 
sell at $35 an ounce. 
— The Senate backed up this 
commitment 
by 
completing 
congressional action, 39 to 37, on 
a bill to remove the 25 per cent 
gold backing for paper money, 
thus freeing the nation’s entire 
gold stock of $11.4 billion to 
back the dollar overseas. 
In London, Queen Elizabeth 
proclaimed a special ban': holi- 
day for today. The London stock 
market was closed and Canada 
raised its discount rate from 7 
per cent to 7.5 per cent effective 
today. 
For the United States, the dis- 
coixit rate is now at its highest

since

preceded the 1929 stock market 
crash when the rate hit C per 
cent. It reached its higliest level 
— 7 per cent— in 1920-21. 
This is the charge commercial 
banks must pay for money they 
borrow from the f ederal Re­ 
serve System.

Normally, the 
Bank of France intervenes to 
keep the price Just above the $35 
dollar figure. But today,

cordance with local supply and 
demand. 
However, the Bank of France 
played a major role. It allowed 
the price for one kilogram— 2.2 
pounds— to rise to an unprece­ 
dented! 7,000 francs or $1,400 
from the outset of dealing in a 
bid to hold down demand.

IN DEFENSE OF A PROFESSION 
Perhaps no group in Southeast Missouri’s medi­ 
cal profession, save the doctors themselves, faces 
more problems than the pharmacists, who after all 
are not only professionals but generally small, 
independent businessmen as well. Although not of 
their own making, the druggists, or pharmacists, 
are oftentimes caught in a web of circumstances 
and deserve more than passing public attention 
and concern. 
First, pharmacists are in business to serve, 
and service is the first requirement of their bus­ 
iness. But, beyond the necessity of services comes 
the necessity of profit, and perhaps here is the 
basis for so much misunderstanding by the public, 
and even by governmental officials. 
The Daily Democrat was reminded of the “hot 
sea” pharmacists occupy by the recent and ab­ 
surd statement of Dr. James Goddard, federal 
commissioner of the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, who concluded that the corner drug store, 
and its drug-dispensing counters, ought to be a 
thing of the past. 
Dr. Goddard, who should know better, reached 
his conclusion, we suspect, because of the great 
fallacy entertained by so many Americans, and 
even some Southeast Missourians, that pharma­ 
cies are experiencing large profits and are being 
enriched by a wide variety of federal and state 
medical programs. Nothing could be further from 
the truth, and at least some pharmacies have been 
unable to participate in certain federal and state 
programs because they found they were actually 
losing money on every prescription filled. If this 
constitutes excessive profits to Dr. Goddard, then 
no wonder he is such a shining light in the John­ 
son administration. 
The public has too often been misled, we believe, 
by the insistence of some that brand name drugs be 
replaced by generic, or scientific name, drugs, 
on the ground that the generic make-up of any 
given drug remains a constant factor regardless 
of which company produces it. Such a fallacy, if 
followed to the extreme, would permit consumers 
to purchase a Cadillac for the same price as a 
Ford, on the premise that both were automobiles. 
The over-simplification of the demand for the use 
of generic rather than brand names has created no 
small problem to druggists all over the nation, 
including Southeast Missouri. 
We do not intend to become the defensive bulwark 
for the pharmaceutical profession, but in recent 
weeks there seems to have been an increase in 
the amount of criticism leveled at pharmacists 
and we believe the danger is obvious. The public 
must understand there are a great many more 
ramifications to this complicated profession, 
and that there is more to dispensing medicine 
than buying pills at one price and selling them at 
another.

IN DEFENSE OF A PROFESSION 
Perhaps no group in Southeast M issouri’s medi­ 
cal profession, save the doctors them selves, faces 
more problems than the pharmacists, who after all 
are not only professionals but generally small, 
^dependent businessmen as well. Although not of 
their own making, the druggists, or pharmacists, 
are oftentimes caught in a web of circumstances 
and deserve more than passing public attention 
and concern. 
First, pharmacists are in business to serve, 
and service is the first requirement of their bus­ 
iness. But, beyond the necessity of services comes 
the necessity of profit, and perhaps here is the 
basis for so much misunderstanding by the public, 
and even by governmental officials. 
The Daily Democrat was reminded of the “ hot 
sea** pharmacists occupy by the recent and ab­ 
surd statement of Dr. James Goddard, federal 
com m issioner of the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, who concluded that the corner drug store, 
and its drug-dispensing counters, ought to be a 
thing of the past. 
Dr. Goddard, who should know better, reached 
his conclusion, we suspect, because of the great 
fallacy entertained by so many Americans, and 
even some Southeast Missourians, that pharma­ 
cies are experiencing large profits and are being 
enriched by a wide variety of federal and state 
medical programs. Nothing could be further from 
the truth, and at least some pharmacies have been 
unable to participate in certain federal and state 
programs because they found they were actually 
losing money on every prescription filled. If this 
constitutes excessive profits to Dr. Goddard, then 
no wonder he is such a shining light in the John­ 
son administration. 
The public has too often been misled, we believe, 
by the insistence of some that brand name drugs be 
replaced by generic, or scientific name, drugs,

More money may have helped but it hasn’t pro­ 
duced a military victory.

1. Fly kites in an open area, away from power lines, or electric power 
transmission towers. 
2. Use dry string and never wire or metallic string. 
3. Do not attempt to remove a kite entangled in power lines. 
4. Avoid the use of any metal in making a kite. 
5. Keep kites away from highways. 
6. Do not fly kites in wet or stormy weather. 


A booklet, “ Kite Flight,” published by the American Public Power 
Association, gives safety hints on kite flying and also includes instruc­ 
tions on how to make different types of kites.

We hope 
there are no accidents here during the kite flying season. One of the 
most common accidents in kite flying is entangling a kite in power lines. 


The Board of Public Works offers these suggestions for kite flying 
safety, both to protect the kite flyer and to ensure greater enjoyment: 


1. Fly kites in an open area, away frompower lines, or electric power 
transmission towers. 
2. Use dry string and never wire or metallic string, 
3. Do not attempt to remove a kite entangled in power lines. 
4. Avoid the use of any metal in making a kite. 
5. Keep kites away from highways. 
6. Do not fly kites in wet or stormy weather. 


A booklet, “ Kite Flight,99 published by the American Public Power 
Association, gives safety hints on kite flying and also includes instruc­ 
tions on how to make different types of kites.
